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The Hiſtery of Mr. Lovewell, Father 
to Lady Lucy.

him, four of them richly laden were 
loſt at ſea. This he ſupported with 
becoming reſhlution; but the next 
maiF brought him advice. that nine 
-others were taken by the French, with 
whom we were then at Var: and this, 
together 
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together with the Failure of three 
foreign merchants whom he had 
trulted, completed his ruin. He 
was then obliged to call his creditors 
toge cher, who took his effects, and 
being angry with him for the impru- 
dent ep of not inſuring his ſhips, 
left him deſtitute of all iublillerce, 
Nor did the flatterers of his for- 
tune, thoſe who had lived by his 
bounty when in his proſperity, pay: 
the leaſt regard either to him or his 
family.

All thole fli.iits of bis 
pretenaed friends, and the ill uſage 
of his crsditors, be he and his fa- 
mily bore with Ch::ithen fortitude: 
but other cala. ities fel! upon him, 
which he fe t more ſennibly.

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tions, who lived at Florence, offered 
to take his ſon, and another, who 
lived at Barbadeoes. ſent for one of 
his daughters. The ſhip which his

diitraction, fie flew o her daugh- 
ter's room, n waking her with 
her tes, Put ine letters into her 
nan's, The young lady, unable 
% tupport the load of miſery, fell 
to a fit from which it was thought 
fie never could have been recovered. 
However, 
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However, at laſt ſhe revived ; but 
the ſhock was fo great, that it en- 
tirely deprived her of her ſpeech. 
Thus loaded with miſery, and una- 
ble to bear the flights and diſdains 
of thoſe who had formerly profeſ- 
{ fed themſelves friends, this unhappy 
family retired into a couutry, where 
they were unknown, in order to hide 
themſelves from the world, when, 
to fupport their iadependenge, the 


Father laboured as well as he could 


at huſbandry, and the mother and 
daughter ſometimes got ſpinning 
and knitiing work, to help to furniſh 
the means of ſubſiltence; which, 
however, was ſo precarious and un- 
certain, that they often, for many

This Leſſon, coming as it were 
from the Dead, ſtruck him with ſuch
